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AVIATION ANNIVERSARY 

Those who have come to (ffcepC irans-con- 
tlncntal air travel In a completely mattcr-of 
(act manner arc likely to find It dirtlcult to 
realize that this particular phase ot trans- 
I portation Is ]ust now roundlne'out 25 years 
of operation. 

AlthouBh It seems Incredible that, such ad- 
vances could have been made within a quar- 
ter century, It Is a (act that Sept. B marks 
. tho 25tn anniversary o( the first scheduled 
air operation between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, r-. 
Jt was at 6:14 ji.m. on Sept. 8, 1920, that 
the (irst such plane— a DeHavUand with 400 
horsepower motors and carrying 400 pounds 
or mall — took o(f from Mlncola, N. Y., on the 
first leg of the first such transcontinental^ 
Journey. Planes carried the mail cargo by day, 
and trains by night. Morti'than three days 
later, at 2:25'p,m. on Sept. 11, the mall plane 
. landed at Ban Francisco. Less than six 
months later, on Feb. 22, 1021, the first 
demonstration of day and night flying of the 
transcontinental mall was made. A flight 
from Son Francisco to New York was com-' 
pleted In 33 hours, 21 minutes. 
Those achievements properly excited 
. world-wide wonder at the time. Yet how 
puny they now seem compared with routine, 
present-day schedules. 

Dozens of giant planes operate on daily 
transcontinental schedules with a clock-like 
regularity in all except the most forbidding 
weather. The first transcontinental flight 
speed average of approximately 00 miles per 
hour has been boosted to around 200 mph. 
The aggregate mall loads of a .single day often 
exceed the poundage of tho first entire year. 
' The operation has become one of the most 
' exact of sciences. And, of course, transcoiitl- 
' nental air passenger travel has become en- 
tirely routine. 

Kor do any of these represent the ultimate 
In achievements.. 

On the contrary, the day may not be far 
distant when everyone will recognize that 
1 commercial aviation of today still was In Its 
■ Infancy, immediately ahead Is the promise 
of scheduled cross-continent flying In nine 
] to 10 hours. And those who are considered 
! conservatives— they are not-cla.ssed as vision' 
aries — predict that the time Is not far distant 
when that time will be reduced very sub- 
' stantially, When one hears discussions of 
rocket-plane speeds of 1,000* 1,500 and 2,000 
miles per hour, no one knows what the future 
may hold. 

Thus, Sept. 8 represents an Important an- 
niversary In the history of the nation's and 
the world's transportation. From that date. 
It might properly be said, aviation deflfiltely 
began to prova Itself tho sure and swift mes- 
Ecnger and seryaftT of mankind. , 



SOUVENIRS OF DEATH 
Appearing with disturbing frequency In tho 
recent news have been the reports of trag- 
edies resultliig from the explosions of souven- 
irs brought back from .the wars, A some- 
what typical instance occurred In Ohio a 
few daya ago. The explosion of a supposedly 
harmless bazooka ahell killed one boy and 
Injured three others. 

Unfortunately, many similar' and worse 
tragedies almost certainly will occur In tho 
monttia and years to come. Millions of men 
will return from the battle fronts. Many of 
thm will bring' souvcnlra of war with them, 
since Americans are enthusiastic souvenir 
hunters. And some of those relics will be po- 
tential sudden death for anyone and every- 
one who chances to bo near them. 
. The situation will be Infinitely worse than 
the aftermath to World war I. As long as 20 
and 25 years alter the end of that struggle, 
explosions of souvenirs were killing and 
maiming. 

Certainly the potential risk Is sufficiently 
great that every individual should take any 
safeguards' necessary td avoid proximity to 
this sort ol danger. There are some who be- 
lieve it would be wise for the government to 
■require that auch things, be turned In. Mo.^t 
people should not require compulsion to get 
rid of thla sort of danger — and quickly. 
They should be anxious to get such things 
Into tho hands of tho nearest police, federal 
agents or someone who knows what to do 
with them. 

This Is an attitude which should be dictated 
by the most urgent self-interest — by tho 
realization that it would be the sort of pre- 
caution which might save their lives.
